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1. As mart of a plan to strengthen Chinese Communist defenses along the 
Kwangtung coast, fortification of Humen (113-41, 22-6) is under way. 
the construction is being supervised by Soviet advisors The work was 
divided into two perts: ‘the first, already comicted, called for the 
rebuilding of Humen itself by 3L July 1950, on a budget of HK 3150,000. 
This included the replacement of out-moded artillery pieces with 16 guns 
of TSSR manufecture. The second yericd is to be devotod to fortifications’ 
on the’ outer perimeter around Humen (including the Vanshan Islands, 713-00. 
1-00), on a budget, of HK $200,000, This work had been begun by carly 
om st and is scheduled for completion by 1 October. Lingting Island 
(113 3-50, 22-25), Pei Van (6 ) Mountain, and Chiao (113-39, 22-2) will 
each have two auxiliary fortresses, each fortress being equipped with four 
‘iSmn Soviet-made guns. 


2, In eastern P'o Lo Chou (AY vi, and Changchou in the Whampoa area, 
fortresses arc also being constructed, and defense work is in progress on 
a nember of small islands southwest of Cantcn. The CCP has placed a high 
pricrity on this work. 

3. After the Chinese Nationalist forces evacuated the Vanshan Trlanus, she 
Ganton Military Control Commission sent a large quantity of ¢ onont, stecl

§, Inthe Hainan area, the rebuilcing anc, fortification of Yulin harbor is 
nlemed by the Communists, ILI Ttao (45 °% ), momber’of the National 
Defence Research Unit, Lo-chen (4 24) (2 Roshehin),+ Soviet adviser, 
and PaNO Pai-chu (*) 3 64 ), deputy chief of the Ilainan ‘iitary and 
Political Coumcil, are resonsible for the work. Two fortresses hevo 
been erected at the entrance of Yulin harbor, and ail fortifications are 
peing repaired under the supervision of both Soviet and Japanese techni- 
cians.
